MEXICO CITY; March 15, (Assoctated 
Press.)—The State of. Morelos, just 
_ south of ‘this city, is completely under 
‘the control of Government -troops after 
being overrun for ten years by. bands 
commanded. by Emiliano Zapata. 

A. campaign conducted by. General 
Pablo Gonzales, commander of the Gov- 
ernment forces, has been successful, 
Zapata and a few hundred of his fallow- 
ers being driven into the almost_impass- 
able mountains near Puenta de Ixtla, on 
the boundary between Mexico and Guer- 
rero. His.capture, with that of Generals 
Genevevo’ de Lao and Manuel Palofax, 
his chief lieutenants, is expected almost 
any day. 

An opportunity to confirm the Govern- 
ment’s announcement that Morelos has 
. been pacified has been afforded the cor- 
respondenj of The Associated Press, who 
has just eompletéd a seven-day journey 
by railrbad, muleback, and afoot 
* through a large part of the State, in- 
eluding virtually all of Zapata’s former 

* gtrongholds. There js regular train serv- 
ice over the National Railway of Mexico

Thirst Forced Surrender. 


Nearby is a -valley several square 
miles in extent, which is covered with 
dense scrub growth. This was the 
refuge of a large number of Zapatistas, 
but the loyal soldiers, by guarding the 

' water holes in this district, forced the 
surrender of nearly all the rebels in a 
*few days.

WASHINGTON, - March 16.—Senator 
Chamberlain of Oregon, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee in the last 
Congress, today sent to Setretary of 
War Baker, who is absent from Wash- 
ington-on a; tour 6f inspection, a tele- 
gram calling on him to make public the 
answer that Lieut.

ment of Genéral Ansell Has been fur- 
nished me ¢onfidentially and for thé 
information of the Military: Commit- 
tee alone. 

I have read the statement- with care. 
In my judgment, it is a complete an- 
swer to the published defense of the 
present court-martial system; and 
shows affirmatively and convincingly 
the necessity of court-martial reform, 
a subject on which you should be a# 
quickly disposed to give-data to the 
public as you were to the statement 
made in the defense of the system. 
I, accordingly, request that you au- 
thorize the Acting Secretary to release 
this statement for publieation, not at 
a late date, but immediately, when thé 
public mind is fresh ‘with the subject 
and is desirous of receiving it. .

The men arrested. were Samuel Smith, 
29 years old, married, 2,462 Valjentine 
Avenue; Samuel Levitt, 29, a saloon 
keepér at Dawson.Street and Longwood 
Avenue, who lives at 701 Dawson Street, 
a depositor in thé bgnk; Abraham 
Levitt, 31 years old, a brother to Samuel 
Levitt, shipping clerk for the American 

Exchange Cigar Company at 1,059 Third 
Avenue, 1,333 Southern Boulevard, the 
Bronx; Frank Reynolds, aged 31, for- 
merly assistant cashier of the Cosmo- 
politan Bank, 2,639 Jerome Avenue. 

After being under an almost continu- 
ous fire. of questions for three days, the 
‘police say that Smith, the teller, finally 
confessed that he had given the com- 
binations of the bank vaults and a key 
to the door of the building to his friend, 
\Samuel Levitt, who at 7:15 Tuesday 
morning made his. way into the bank, 
entered the vault and carried away the 
pac containing $26,432. When 
Levitt was arrested yesterday the- police 
gay he confessed,’ and said he had given 
4 to his brother Abraham for 

ping. Abraham, the police say, 
tted having received the money and 
took the police to the cigar ‘factory 
where He workéd and. produced it from 
behiitid @ pile of packing boxes. - 

Although the-robbery was discovered 
at 8 o’clock oh Tuesday morning, the 
bank .relied qh @ private detective 
agency, and, the: police \did not ~learn 
of the. robbery unti}. Wednesday morn- 
ing, and then through outside channels. 
Captain Andrew Wines of the Bronx 
Detective Bureau, Lieutenant John E. 
McGrath and twelve other detectives 
were assigned*to the case. They de- 
cided. that the robbery was an “ inside 
job,’’.and proceeded to examine all em- 
ployes who had. keys or knew. the com- 
binations. Finally through a process of 
elimination they became certain that 
Smith was the man who knew about the 
burglary. 

From noon:on Saturday until early 
yesterday morning Smith was grilled by 
detectives. They say his first break 
was the admission that he was $2,000 
short in his accounts. Then he said that 
Levitt had frequently urged him to rob 
the bank and that he had finally agreed. 
On Monday night, according to Capt. 
Wines, he pretended ‘to lock-the safe 
containing the money, but left the com- 
bination on a half turn so that all 
Levitt had to. do was to pull the door 
open. Then he gave Levitt the combina, 
tions of the outer and inner vaults and 
a.duplicate: key to the Westchester: Ave- 
nue door. 

Levitt, in Is statement, Capt. Wines 
says, declares that on Tuesday morning 
he found Rudolph Steuber, the watch- 
man, on duty,’ and waited until he saw 
him depart at 7 o’clock. Then, knowing 
that the day watchman did not report 
until 8 o'clock, he went back, got the 
money, and wrapping it in a newspaper, 
boardéd a downtown subway train and 
took it ,to his. brother. 

Smith has been an employe of the 
bank for’ six years, and as teller re- 
ceived $33 a week. His wife, before she 
learned of his confession, said that 
while his salary was small, they had 
been Able to keép

VLADIVOSTOK, . March 14, (Asso- 
ciated _ Press.)—American troops’, have 
begun to move to strategic points on 
the trans-Siberian Railway West of 
Vladivostok to aid John F. Stevens and 
his staff of American railway men in 
the technical operation of the railway. 
The first contingent is already at Har- 
bin, while ‘the second will entrain with- 
in a few days for Chita, which is the 
furthest point. west to which the Ameri- 
cans will be sent. 

It is. proposed to place additional de- 
tachments at Verkhni Udinsk, Man- 
churia station and Nikolsk. On the Us- 
suri branch American troops already are 
Stationed at Spasske and Khabarovsk. 

Szechoslovak troops are guarding the 
line-frém Irkutsk to Cheliabinsk. Japan- 
ese troops are in Siberia and also are 
guarding the Chinese Eastern Railway 
as far as Irkutsk. 

No announcement has yet been made 
of the zones which the various Allies 
will -police. It is said td be a question 
for the Interallied Committee in 
Siberia to decide. The committee is 
awaiting the arrival of the Chinese 
member of the Military Committee be- 
fore making a decision. There is strong 
sentiment among the allied representa- 
tives that the Chinese should police at 
least half of the Chinese Eastern. 
While there have been some rumors of 
secret opposition to the allied plan, all 
appearances are that the nations are 
working in complete harmony. 

Mr. wtevens’s plan for operating the 
Trans-Siberian Road contemplates a di- 
vision of the line into four sections un- 
der the supervision of a General In- 
spector. .Each section in turn will be 
sub-divided into districts, each district 
} comprising several divisions under cor- 
responding sub-Inspectors and Superin- 
tendents. 

Until the allied technical appointees 
are familiar with American. methods 
only Americans will be employed as In- 
spettors, the others acting as assistants. 

Mr. Stevens proposes at the earliest 
moment to inaugurate an express serv- 
ice to Omsk. The schedule has for a 
long time been prepared. It is contin« 
gent on the avaftable. passenger equip- 
Yhent. The system of car accounting 
and financing will be gone over by ex- 
perts and made to ‘conform to the 


American system. These experts at 
present will consist of Americans sum- 
moned by cablegrams. 

Colonel, George H, Emerson of St. 
Paul, Minn., former General Manager‘of 
the Great Northern Railway, who will 
be the first assistant of Mr. Stevens ‘as 
General Inspector, already: is on his way 
to Harbin, organizing the first corps of 
operatives to take over the.Chinese East- 
ern Railway. Lieut. Gen.,.Horvath,. Vice 
President and General Manager of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, is working. in 
close sympathy with the allied. plans. 
It is considered that his co-operation 
will go far toward the simplification of 
the task. 

Mr. Stevens expects to make his head- 
quarters at Harbin after. completing the 
details of his task here.

LONDON, March 15.—The West Leyton 

bye-election result-is undoubtedly a nasty 

blow for the Coalition Government and 
particularly for Lloyd George, who had 
specially recommended the Tory candi- 
date to the voters and, thereby drawn 
upon himself a scathing rejoinder from 
the Independent Liberal candidate. The 
latter won an extraordinary success in 
reversing. by huge figures the vote cast 
at the December general election. Poli- 

ticilans have to go back as far as 1880, 

when Siw William Harcourt was de- 

feated at the Oxford bye-election, to 
discover a parallel sensation. 
Everybody is asking the reason. The 
independent Liberals are overjoyed and 
proclaiming that it is the writing on the 
wall. Some Tories admit the Conserva- 
tive candidate\was too reactionary for 
the times. Most experts agree it is an 
indication of the general dissatisfaction 
felt throughout the country owing to the 
wide gulf separating the Coalition's 
lection promises and its: attempts to 
realize them. 


\ Most people think peace.should have 
been madg before now, and while the 
British. Gevernment cannot be held 
wholly responsible for the delay, it is 
the only> culprit within -reach of the 
Britiah electorate. Lioyd Geéorge’s elec- 
tion promises of no conscription were 
taken literally, and impatience with the 
methods he has adopted to bring about 
that happy consumation is rife even 
in quarters where it is admitted that 
Britain could not disarm until the other 
countries did likewise. The fact that the 


the high figure of $31,250,000 is re- 
garded as serious proof of governmental 
incapacity to adapt itself to new con- 
ditions. 


Outcry Against Appropriations. 


A great outcry has been made against 
the huge military, naval, and air service 
appropriations asked for by the respec- 
tive heads of those departments. A 
particularly telling point is made of the 
fact that in the Air Ministry’s budget 
of $332,500,000 only $15,000,000 is ear- 
marked for development of civilian 
flying. 

A. E. Newbould, the new. member of 
Parliament for West Leyton, says: 

“The result is largely due to the un- 
fulfilled promises and broken pledges of 
the Government, which the electors re- 
sent. Can you: wonder at it when they 
see today $2,000,000,000 army estimates 
be a result of victory? It has left electors

‘* The electors are staggered by the au- 
Gacity of Churchill’s statements that at 
the time of the general election the Gov- 
ernment did not realize that conscription 
would be necessary. They did not know 
when they voted that-this would-be the 
fexcuse for the. broken pledge to abolish 
conscription.” 

Austen Chamberlain's mjphdtentures 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer seriously

OUTBREAK IN CAIRO. 


Troops Forced to Chetk Disorder—

civilized world has just passed through. 
The English people, he added, realize 
that the American ‘people ‘Cannot be ex- 
pected to abrogate one jot their na- 
tional sovereignty, but the fact remains 
that America having»embarked on one 
of the greatest missions in history, can- 
not turn back, and ‘' that if America. 
does not take this chance you will have 
missed a call that is divine.’’ 
Mr. Gibbs referred to the bitter 
thoughts of the officers and men who 


fought in France and who, in the face | and 


of their great -sufferings and never 
ending dangers cursed;-those who had 
made such a war possible. The sur- 
vivors of those horrors are. now going 
home, and. they are determinéé, he peid,.

The League of Nations is ee answer 
to the problems, he added.’ - 

‘I want to say that-F Rule no offi- 

cial right to speak of this League of 
Nations,’’ said Mr. Gibbs. ‘*I am not 
a statesman, and I am not a politician. 
I am not, thank God, a propagandist. 
I am only one of the world's nobodies, 
and the only reason I can give for talk- 
ing of the League is because for four 
and one-half years I was in the midst 
ofthe war from which it has been 
born. 
. Mr. Gibbs said the Balkan wars laid. 
the foundation tor the great érisis that 
was to follow. After the last Balkan 
war he had seen in Serpia equipment 
furnished to the Serpian forces by Rusa- 
sia, while in’ Bulgaria ne had seen mod- 
ern equipment which had been provided 
by German money. 

**Early in tne war England realized 
that that narrow strip of sea was no 
gulf between her and the agoniés of the 
Continent. England found out that 
modern warfare reaches across water 
as easily as it does across land. She 
sent her boys forth, not by thousands, 
but by millions, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of them never returned. Engjand’s 
fate was absolutely bound up with that 
of France and the other nations welded 
together against the German menace. 
And it was the thought of the men who 
fought and suffered then which will 


form the motive power behind the 
League of Nations. There were certain 
elementary thoughts in the minds of 
those men. They. saw before them the 
long stretches of chalked German 
trenches and behind those trenches was 
the enemy. They knew it was that 
enemy that had broushst this thing to 
ass, and that unless they killed the 

ermans the Germans would kill them.

GERMANY’S FOOD CREDIT. 


$55,000,000 Gold Deposit to Insure 
Beginning of Deliveries. 


* COPENHAGEN, March 16.—Germany, 
in consideration of a deposit of £11,000,- 
000 im gold at Brussels, will receive an 
immediate delivery of 270,000 tons of 
foodstuffs, according to a Berlin. ver- 
sion of the agreement entered. into be- 
tween the German delegates and the rep- 
resentatives of the allied powers at 


Brussels. 
Germany will further be entitled to | 
purchase monthly 370,000 tons of food in 
enemy and ‘neutral countries, besides 
fish from European waters, and vege- 
tables. The restrictions on fishing in 
the Baltic will be remoyed, the dispatch 
adds, and it is Germany’s most impor- 
tant task in the immediate future to in- 
crease to the utmost her exports of raw 
materials and industrial products. 


PARIS, March 16.—Several of the 
members of the allied ‘commission deal- 
ing with the taking over of the r- 
man merchant fleet and the revictuallin 
of Germany~ have returned to Paris. I 
is learned. that payment for the food 
supplies. will be made on the basis of 
exportations. The Germans will have 
the right to export by sea certain prod- 

ucts, the receipts from which will go to 
pay for the products delivered to Ger- 
many. 


BRUSSELS, -March 14.—Before_ the 
signing by the Germans tonight of the 
agreement for ‘the taking over of the 
German merchant fleet and the provi- 
sioning of Germany, the sub-committees 
on food supply and merchant shipping 
held conferences.

Out of this treaty has grown:the chief, 
uractically the only, disagreement be- 
tween England and France. England 
wants France to have only a narrow 
strip of Mediterranean coast with a hin- 
terland running from Abil morth to Ain- 
tab, leaving out ‘of French territory the 
cities’ of Damascus, Hama, Aleppo, and 
all the vast region eastward to Persia. 
This difference between the two coun- 
tries grows out of commercial inyest- 
ments in the territory involved. 

Also there. is an apparent inconsist- 
ency so far as the reasons attributed to 
England by France are concerned. 
While she says the secret treaty with 
Italy of 1915 must stand, England, ac- 
cording to the ‘French version of the 
controversy, declares that the secret 
Syke-Picot treaty will be abrogated by 
the fourteen points. France wants the 
treaty to stand, of course, but she is 
more than willing. to give up about 
60,000 square miles of the northern 
part of the territory, for that ts now 
included in the propgsed new Armemian 
State over which France is most eager 
that the United States shall take a man- 
date. 

This coming of America into Asia Min- 
or is one of the most popular things in 
French foreign policy. It is even sug- 
gested that America might take more 
than Armenia and bring peace and order 
effectively by assumfng. responsibility 
for Constantinople and all the region 
west to the sea. 


MINE BLEW AWAY STERN. 


S. Naval Transport -Yselhaven 
Sank in Seven Minutes. 


LONDON, Saturday, March 15.—The 
American naval transport Yselhaven, 
which struck a mine early Friday morn- 
ing, was at the time forty miles north- 
west of Hartlepool. Thé survivors say 
that after the first explosion a second 
blew away the -steamer’s stern and the 
vessel sank in seven mihutes. The sur- 
vivors,: of whom there were thirty-five, 
were adrift for several hours before 
they were picked up. Four were sent 
to the hospital. 


An earlier report on the sinking of 
the Yselhaven placed the possible num- 
ber of casua:ties at nine sailors drowned. 
The Yselhaven was bound from Balti- 
more to Copenhagen.

* Platten, who has been the leading 
spirit in the Bolshevist movement in 
Switzerland, escaped to Russia before 
the trial, and it was soon after re- 
ported that he had been arrested on 
his way through Germany. In real- 
ity, Colonel Turler. declared, Platten 
stayed: unmolested for several weeks 
in Berlin, where he put the finishing 
touches to the preparations. for the 
reyolt and replaced the imprisoned 
Soviet Commissary : Radek as: inter- 
mediary between the Spartacides arid 
Russian Bolsheviki. 

Early in Marth Platten continued 
his journey to Petrograd and Mos- 
cow, where he has since been bus 
crganizing the International Commu- 
nist Congress which the Soviet rulers 
intend to:convoke and to which the 
Bolshevist leaders attach great im- 
portance: A plan for simultaneous 
insurrections. in all the HBuropean 
countries is to be definitely adopted 
at this conference. 

Platten’s trip to Russia was under- 
taken to acquaint the Soviet dictators 
with the views of the foreign Bol- 
sheviki, with whom he i8 in close 
touch in Switzerland, and before leav- 
ing Berne he arranged a ciphér with 
his friends for. communications from 
Russia. ® 

There are widespread rumors. in 
Switzerland that the Swiss Bolshevikhi 
are meditating a coup before the end 
of March. The defeat of the Berlin 
Spartacides, with’ whose victory the 
revolt in Switzerland was probably 
intended to coincide, may dantp the 
Bolsheviki’s ardor, but I understand.

tions and are fully prepared to act 
with the utmost energy.

‘Tributes. to the Americanism of Dr. 
Isaat M. Wise, founder of the Union of 
American Hebfew’ Congregations and 
the Hebrew Unton College in. Cincinnati, 
were paid last night by prominent Jews 
who spoke -at the Isaac M. Wise cen- 
tenary meeting held at Temple Emanu- 
El, Fifth Avenue and Forty-third Street. 
The meeting inaugurated the campaign; 
which will last all this week throughout 
the United States, whose purpose is to 
raise $300,000 for* the support of the in- 
stitutions founded by Dr. Wise. The 
quota of the Reform Jewish congrega- 
tions in New York has been placed at 
$100,000; and $25,000, it is expected, will 
be donated by unaffiliated. Jews. 
The meeting last night was: under the 
joint auspices of all the Reform Jewish 
congregations in New York City and 
Westchester County.. The slogan of the 
campaign is ‘‘For American Judaism.”’ 

The speakers were .the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Silverman of Temple Bmanu-El, the 
Rev. Dr. David Philipson of Hebrew 
Union College, Cincinnati; Abram I. 
Elkus, former Ambassador of the United 
States to Turkey, and the Rey. Dr. 
Samuel Schulman of Temple Beth-El. 
The meeting opened with the singing of 
‘* America,’”’ by the choir and congrega- 
tion and closed with the singing of ‘‘ The 
Star-Spangled Banner.’’ The opening 
prayer was made by the Rev. Dr. M. H. 
Harris and the closing prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. Clifton H. Levy. The Rev. 
Simon Schlager, cantor, and the choir 
sang traditional songs. 

Reviews Dr. Wise’s Career. 


Dr. Philipson, who came from ‘Cincin- 
nati to. address the meeting, told of 
Isaac M. Wise, the young man who left 
his native Bohemia because he. could 
no longer abide the Hapsburg rule and 
came to the United States, where he 
was permeated with the American spirit 
until, as he told Dr. Philipson many 
times, he had ‘‘ the American fever.” 

As showing the universalist side of 
the character of Dr. Wise, the speaker 
quoted from the late rabbi’s ‘‘ Remt- 
niscénées,’’ written in 1856, the prophecy 
that if American Judaism continued un- 
der German influence it would ‘* be- 
come bigoted and atheistic, a satellite 
or a tyrant.’’ The quotation added that 
Jews in the United States must not 
only become American citizens, but they 
must become Americans “‘ through and 
through’ outside the synagogue. It 
was with these purposes in mind, said 


, that Dr. Wise established 
Dr. Philipson tag .

‘*TIsaac M. Wise, came to the United 
States because the free spirit wherewith

. Though born abroad he was the 
embodiment of the American spirit. He 
was democratic through and through, 
democratic in his sympathies, in his 
leanings, in his hopes, in his thoughts 
in his ideals. For him Judaism spelled 
democracy, and therefore he perceived 
that the American environment gave 
Judaism guch an oper. for its true 
developmint as it had not had since the 
Roman legions set flame‘to the Temple 
on Moriah’s Heights and the Jews were 
scattered to the four corners of the 
earth. Isaac M. Wise was both a 
dreamer and a man of affairs, and ideal- 
ist and a realizer; a thinker and an 
achiever; a student and an organizer. 
His was the indomitable optimism of 
the man who dares and who never ac- 
knowledges defeat. Obstacle and diffi- 
culty but spurred him on to further ef- 
fort. Discouragement gave way con- 
stantly to renewed hope. 

‘* He fitted Guarctighly into American 
environment. Freedom was the breath 
of his nostrils. He came to these shores

SAYS FRENCH HAVE MONEY. | } 


J. R. Clarke Declares People Can 
Pay for Goods Bought Here. 
French people are able to pay for 
American merchandise and it is only 
a question of arranging to get goods 
into France, according to J..R. Clarke, 
an American who just has returned to 
New York after ten years’ commercial 





experience in France and who is-here, 


to promote trade between the two coun- 
tries. He is quoted in a bmiletin sent 
out yesterday by the Amé@rican Manu- 
facturers’ Export Association as say- 
ing: : 

“It is quite true that the French Gov- 
ernment is faced with a large debt, but 
the same is true of all the nations that 
participated in the world war. This 
does not indicate that the French people 
are financially burdened to the extent 
of not being able to purchase goods that 
are now in great démand. Quite the 
contrary is true. 

* “ While this great demand exists the 
Government has very properly seen fit 
to protect the French manufacturer by 
means of import restrictions, French 
industries must be protected against 
heavy foreign importation for some 
time, otherwise they would never be 
able to regain the position they held 
prior to the war. 

“ This does not mean that American 
manufacturers are unable to send their 
products to France. While it is safe to 
say that these import restrictions will 
not be materially modified for at least 
another year, exporters in this country 


can do business with France. 

‘I would suggest that an effort be 
made by American manufacturers to 
make arrangements with French ere | 
that have sales See perfected 
to handle this b It is difficult 
for the average pos raga to attempt to 
create his own se tion in 
France at the present “time, and the 
proper and profitable thi to do is to 
get a representative firm in France to 
act as the American manufacturer's

‘We hold no faith wi those who 
have wandered from. the path and 
preached anarchy and strife and the 
tearing down of government. That is 
not only un-American; but more so un- 
Jewish. The Jewish government was 
one based not only on law and order, 
but on justice. It never believed in 
the power of might, but all its teach- 
ings, all its laws were for the building 
up and the establishment of the prin- 

doles of right and justice. 

“The young men and young women of 
Jewish faith in America need inspira- 
tion as well as example. All peoples of 
the world today, as a result of the les- 
sons of the war, are turning toward re- 
ligious beliefs as never before. Religion 
has come to be a living thing for many 
who either scoffed or had no belief, and 
there is a duty and an obligation upon 
the leaders of American Judaism to 
bring the truths of American Judaism 
home to the young men and the young 
women of the Jewish faith in America 
today. They hunger for these truths— 
and the name of Isaac M. Wise may be 
made brighter and clearer if in his name 
those truths may be brought to these 
people awaiting eagerly and anxiously 
to receive. them. his will keep them 
in the faith of their fathers.’

York Collectors Busy All 
Day Yesterday. 





MANY PERSONS PAID IN FULL 





Much Mall Deposited at the Last 
Hour Awalts Clerks In Rev- 
enue Offices. 





The offices of all three Collectors of 
Internal Revenue in New York were 
scenes of busy activity yesterday, de- 
spite the fact that the time for filing 
income tax returns and making’ the first 
payments expired at midnight Saturday. 
Under the ruling of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau of the Treasury Departmént 
all returns and remittances deposited in 
the in time to be postmarked March 
15 before midnight, were to be re- 
ceived as havihg been sent in on time, 
and no penalty was to be levied against 
the tardy taxpayers. 

It was this ruling which resulted in 
@ strenuous day for the forces of the 
three collectors yesterday, for hundreds 
of pounds of late mail awaited their dis- 
Position. The approximate 700 em- 
Ployes of the three offices—300 In the 
offices of the Second District in the 
Custom House, 200 in the Third, at 1,150 
Broadway, and 200 in the First in 
Brooklyn—faced the task of handling 
these tardy returns. Some of them 
worked yesterday and the entire forces 
will finish the’ job today. 

The collectors were as far yesterday as 
they were on Saturday from knowing 
how much the tax in this city had netted 
the Government. It was said last night 
that a surprising number of persons had 
chosen not to take advantage of the 
privilege extended by the Government 
-this year of making the payments in 
four quarterly installments and instead 
paid their taxes in full. 

Despite the fact that the majority of 
those who decided to get their obMga- 
‘tion to the Government paid up at once 
were those whose taxes were compara- 
tively small, there were enough of them 
to swell the total well beyond a quarter 
of the entire tax. 


No Indication of Extension. 


Though there had been some hope, on 
the part of taxpayers who found the 
time between the belated passage of the 
Revenue bill and the last day of filing 
returns too short for them, that the 
Government would grant a further ex- 
tension without penalties, no official in 
New York had heard yesterday of any 
such intention. 

It was pointed out that the privilege 
extended by the Treasury of filing tenta- 
tive returns to be replaced within forty- 
five days by amended returns made it 
unnecessary for any person in this coun- 
try to delay filing his return beyond the 
appointed time. Special extension al- 
ready has been granted to soldiers and 
sailors in foreign service and others 
unavoidably detained abroad. 

Notwithstanding ‘the fact that the 
filing of returns, except for thé 
amended forms and in special cases of 
delay, has expired, the local collectors’ 
offices in common with the other forty- 
three distributed throughout the country 
face an extremely busy period for some 
time to come. There will be many 
thousands of those who filed tentative 
returns who will seek expert advice as 
to how to ‘make their amended reports 
of income from the Government's offi- 
cials rather than from private author- 
ities, and the questions of all such must 
be answered. In addition there are a 
number of moot questions about the tax 
as to which rulings by the Treasury 
may be made which will necessitate 
many corrections.

MAJOR PETERSEN DIES — 
IN AIRPLANE’S FALL 


American Ace Had Also Gained 
Fame in the Lafayette 
Escadrille.

Petersen, one of America’s 
officially recognized Aces, was killed 
today in the fall of his airplane at Day- 
tona Beach.

Petersen went to France, soon after his 
graduation from Lafayette University, 
drive an ambulance, and later be- 
came a member of the famous Lafayette 
Escadrille, where he served until the 
United States entered the war. In com- 
peng with other members of that unit, 
e was transferred to the United States 
forces, with the rank of Lieutenant. 

Later ‘he was promoted to a Cap- 
taincy, and soon afterward to be'a 
Major, commanding the squadron of 
which Quentin Roosevelt was a mem- 
ber.

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WOULD FIGHT BOLSHEVISM 





‘Says Association Is “ Almost a One- 
Man Affair” and He “ Takes 
All the Blame.” 





The -National -Association of City 
Editors, of which Clyde P. Steen is 
President, is conducting a campaign for 
$1,000,000 to fight Bolshevism in’ the 
United States. -The Editor and Pub- 
lisher, in its issue of Saturday, says 
that. the campaign was launched last 
“month ‘and ‘that a telegraphic appeal 
was sent out for funds, the appeal bear- 
ing the .names. of Murray Hulbert, 
Chairman: and, Treasurer, and Roy L. 
McCardell, Irvin S. Cobb, Myron T. Her- 
rick, former Ambassador to France; 
William E, Lewis, and Mr. Steen. Mr. 
Hulbert is the Commissioner of Docks 
of this city and, according. to The 
Editor and Publisher, was in Cuba when 
the appeal was issued. Mr. McCardell, 
the same paper says, subsequently re- 
signed from the organization. 

“ Questions arising over the campaign 
started in the name of the National City 
Editors’ Association,’’ says The Editor 
and Publisher, ‘to raise a fund of 
$1,000,000 to help fight Bolshevism in 
the United States have caused. President 
Clyde P. Steen of New York to issue a 
special letter of explanation to the Board 
of Directors and) to: the heads of the 
various State chapters, in which he said: 

***T am frank to sav to you that no 
Directors authorized this campaign with 
the exception of Roy L; McCardell, who 
has now resigned not only as a member 
of the Board of Directors, but from the 
membership of the organization, and is 
no longer -connected with it in any 
Way.’ "’ 

Mr. Steen further on says that the 
‘** Department of Justice of the United 
States Government has thoroughly in- 
vestigated this campaign and feels con- 
vinced that it is a worthy proposition,”’ 
and adds that all funds collected will 
go ‘to the Merchants’ National Bank 
of New York, which is the depository 
and which will be presided over by the 
H6én. Theodore E. Burton, who is Chair- 
man of that institution.” 

Steen Explains the Campaign. 

In other parts of his letter Mr. Steen 
says: 

‘While I realize that a campaign of 
this kind is probably not in keeping 
with the exact purpose of this organiza- 
tion, it is, nevertheless, one of our du- 
ties, and was s¢@ designated by the Ohio 
division, at its convention in January, 
to avoid any feeling of unrest in: this 
country.

MEN MADE OVER IN THE NAVY 


Statistics Show Great Improvement 
During Enlistment Term. 


The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
of the Navy Department says that men 
who are now leaving, the service are 
taking back to civilian life a much bet- 
ter physique on the average than when 
hey entered. Figures compil¢éd by Lieu- 
tehant F. Ridge, Medica 1 Corps. after 
examining 500 men, show that in almost 
every instance the individual is in con- 
siderably better: condition for having 
served in the navy. 

Measurements of the chest, biceps, and 
waist line were taken and compared 
with the measurements of the same ‘men 
when they entered the navy. A general 
aver was taken, and it was found 
that t the man going out has a chest cir- 
cumference 1% inches greater than when 
he entered. e can expand his chest an 
additional seven-eighths of an inch. His 
biceps are three-fourths of an inch 
larger, while his waist line has been re- 
duced three-fourths of an inch. 

Of 500 men it was found on the nver- 
age the individual! has gained 5.3 poum 
in weight since entering the ante “Fat 
men have reduced, and youngsters have 
become husky men. On the average, men 
coming from aviation have gained-more 
than Those coming from other camps. 
The eatest individual increase oc- 
curred in the weight of a landsman ma- 
chinist’s mate, aviation. This sailor en- 
listed at the age of 17, and after a 
year’s service is leaving the navy 52 
pounds heavier. 

‘This shows,’’ says the statement, 
‘‘what a navy training will do for a 
young man, so why waste your time 
looming for a job when the navy will en- 
list you, whether you have a trade or 
not?

_ Tells Objections to Plan. 
The Civil Service Reform. Association, 


through its President, Samuel H. Ord-- 


way, has sent out a memorandum set- 
ting forth its opposition to the proposal 


now pending in the Legislature-te amend 
the Constitution and grant preference 
in civ:l appointments to veterans of the 
Spanish and world w: Opposition to 
the plan is summed up as follows: 
“It destroys the basic principle of the 
merit sytem—that’ pubtic office is a 
public trust, awarded according to 
proved. ca; . It is undemocratie in 
that it favors a class Of citizens. It ex- 
cludes women from. obtaining ‘civil 
service positions in the future. It im- 
pairs the efficiency of the civil service 
and raises the cost of administration. 
It. discriminates against men. who 
worked in important and often haz- 
atdous war industries, and who were 
told that their services were more valu- 
able- to the Government in such indus- 
tries than, in the army. 
It discriminates against the coming 
generation—men who were too young to 
enlist in the army during the war 
against Germany. As among veterans 
themselves, the measure is discrimina- 
tory, as it places the Spanish war 
veterans ahead of the veterans of 
present war. The proposal to reward 
military service by preferment in the 
civil servige is wrong in principle. The 
veterans do ‘not desire it, soeeet the 
small organization of panish war 
veterans. Proper recognition should be 
given to the fact that experience in the

BOAT OWNERS FAIL, 


‘10 DIVIDE STRIKERS 


Union Leaders Dissuade Cap- 
tains from Conferring 
with Employers. 


BOTH SIDES ARE CONFIDENT 


Workers Predict Victory This Week 
and Adopt Resolution Against 
Separate Agreements. 


The leaders of the harbor strikers and 
@ number of their followers posted 
themselves in front of the Maritime 
Exchange, at 80 Broad Street, yester- 
day morning, and dissuaded Captains 
of harbor boats from attending a con- 
ference on the strike situation, to which 
they had been invited by their former 
employers. — 

Hight representatives of large lighter- 
age concerns engaged in handling trans- 
atlantic shipping were at the Maritime 
Hxchange shortly after 10 o’clock, but 
their plans for a conference were a 
complete failure. Thomas L. Delahunty, 
President of the Marine Workers’ Af- 
filiation; William A. Maher, the Vice 
President, and several other leaders 
were at the building, with a number of 
strikers, before the harbor Captains 
were due to arrive, and as fast as they 
appeared the strike leaders intercepted 
them and urged-them not to attend the 
meeting, which they regarded as a bold 
effort to break up the solidarity of the 
combination of harbor unions. 

Only a few of the Captains went into 
the building before 11 o’clock, at which 
time a large crowd had assembled on 
the outside and peaceably but vehe- 
mently argued against the move of the 
boat owners. The employers inside of 
the building saw by this time that there 
was no chance for a conference, and 
started to come out. They were ac- 
costed by President Delahunty, who 
saidt * 

‘‘Taavant to serve an ultimatum on 
you. tlemen. This is an unfair way 
to deal with us. If you attempt to get 
away with individual bargaining with 
the men, we will call out the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s Union.’ 

. ** We in vited our Captains here to deal 
with them, and we will have ‘nothing to 
said one of the 
boat owners. ‘* You have lived on the 
fat of the land off these men long 


enough.”’ 

“* ¥es,’’ replied Delahunty, “ but you 
fellows have lived on ithe fat of the land 
for over fifty years.’ 

The boat owners went to automobiles 
in front of the building and drove off. 
Captain William A. Maher, Vice Pres- 
ident of the affiliation, called on the 
crowd to attend a meeting at union 
headquarters at 26 Park Place. Here 
the strike leaders made _ vigorous 
speeches against any individual nego- 
tiating, and a resolution was adopted 
against such practices. 


Says Captains Wanted Meeting. 


Fred B. Dalzell, Jr., of the Dalzell 
Towing Company, who was at the meet- 
ing, said that the boat owners called 
the meeting largely because their cap- 
tains were anxious for such a meeting. 


He said: 

‘* Only a few of the companies hand- 
ling ocean shipping were there. We 
are co-operating with the other boat 
owners in fighting the strike, but we did 
not represent the associations in holding 
this meeting. We found many of our 
captains and other employes anxious to 
return to work and called this meeting 
for mutual advice as to a basis for r +a 
suming. The fact that the strike lea 
ers thought it necessary to prevent the 
conference is pretty good proof that they 
know their attitude won’t stand discus- 
sion. It was a sign of their weakness. 
From what we understand from our 
men the strike is very:near an end. 

‘““We have offered our men their jobs 
back on a ten-hour-day basis. is 
would give them time and a half for 
overtime for two hours each day and 
would be equivalent to about a 16 per 
cent. increase. All of the Captains and 
the other intelligent men among the 
strikers frankly admit that the demand 
for an. eight-hour day is not a genuine 
one, and that it can’t work in a busi- 
ness depending on tides. The Captain’s 
generally thi our proposals very fair, 
and are "willing to return to work. Prob- 
ably most of them will be back during 


the eek. 

Wwe probably won’t attempt to hold 
any more general conferences after 
what happened, but our Captains are in 
our offices every day. The same is true 
of other lines. There will be several 
conferences instead of one- large one.’ 


Expect Conference Today. 


Officers of the boat-owners said yes- 
terday that conferences might be.held 
today between the boat-owners and 
groups of the strikers, but that the of- 
ficials of the boat-owners. would not 
mieet members of the Strike Committtee 
and would not attend any gatherings ar- 
ranged by James L. Hughes, the Fed- 
eral Conciliator, who was \active, in 
causing the abandonment of the Macy 
award and the concessions made to the 
strikers by the Railroad) Administra- 
tion, the War and Navy Departments, 
and the Shipping Board. The leaders of 
the boat owners have asserted that the 
recent efforts at conciliation have not 
been made to settle the controversy on 
its merits,.but to win the strike for the 
strikers.

**No Armistice—No Peace; Only War 
Against Disease and Poverty,’’ is the 
war-born slogan of the New York Asso- 
clation for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor, according to its seventy-fifth 
annual report made public yesterday. 
Perhaps the chief lésson the organiza- 
tion gained from the war is thus 
summed up in the document: 

‘* The war has taught us that we can- 
not have suitable morale of any group 
of individuals, whether military— or 
ciyilian, without making certain that 
they are well fed, that adequate atten- 
tion is given to sanitary and other con- 
ditions affecting thé health of the group, 
and that in addition suitable facilities 
for recreation are provided. ’ 

‘*We were

fighting men. The peace corollary of 
this war-learned lesson is that you can- 
not have a civic morale with any con- 
siderabie group of underfed individuals, 
or with any group of inlividuals whose 
health is continuously undermined, not 
only because of the lack of the necessi- 
ties of life, but also because of lack of 
eccess to rensonable health and recrea- 
tion facilities.”’

Federal Judge Garvin performed a 
distinct and highly praiseworthy pub- 
lic service when he ordered the dis- 
missal of the nineteen Rosenwasser 
cases, and a still greater one in order- 
ing an investigation of the testimony 
given by Inspectors Frank Creedon 
and Private Leon Meth. If these two 
mén perjured themselves, the limit of 
fee tee prescribed by the law will 

ardly be severe enough for their 


deserts. 
To blame the Department of ‘us- 
tice in a general way for the indict- 


men of men whose devotion to the . 


tasks entrusted to them by the 
Government was such that the Judge 
added unstinting praise to their 
exoneration, would be manifestly un- 
fair.. ‘The department could hardly 

roceed other than it did so long as it 
had faith in the reports of its investi- 
gators and so long as there was no 
evidence on hand and no accusation 


made, that should have shaken: that 


faith. True, the whole case, now 
that the actual circumstances sur- 
rounding it, are known, shows that 
the high temperature of the war fever 
made it difficult-for the authorities 
to proceed coolly and deliberately, 
and that some Grand Juries, like that 
which returned the Henning indict- 
ment, found it easier to denounce 
than to investigate.’ Still, Govern- 
ment inspectors are supposed to be 
men of such established probity and 
acumen that the average citizen, 
called to Grand Jury duty, may 
perhaps be excused for taking their 
word implicity and discrediting the 
defendants on-the general principle 
that they must be guilty or else they 
would not be accused. : 

It is, indeed, a fortunate thing that. 
a reassuring thought that our Federal 
Judges do not hesitate to clear inno- 
cent men without permitting even, the 


stigma of a jury deliberation*to rest® 


upon them. ‘An acquittal isa poor 
sort of consolation when honest mén 
are accused, because juries have been 
known to err both ways, and the pub- 
lic, invariably accepting conviction as 
indisputable proof of guilt, is not al- 
, ways inclined to consider acquittal an 
infallible proof of innocence. It takes 


courage for a Federal Judge to throw 


out as elaborate a chain of cases as 
those of the Rosenwasser Brothers 
and their co-defendents, but the exiet- 
ence and exercise of that courage is 
a safeguard of our rights more de- 
~pendable even than the law itself. 

Now that this case has proceeded to 
such a sensational juncture, let it be 
probed to the very bottom; and we 
trust that U. S. District Attorney Bell 
wilt not forget to investigate the re- 
port that an attempt was made by 
some one to write an exoneration of 
the Department of Justice into Judge 
Garvin’s opinion which never ai tiated 
his lips.

Griffith Pacifies Pittsburgh Owner 
by Offer of Player for Walv- 
ing on Dave Robertson. 


Despite the obstacles that have been 
thrown in his way, Manager John Mc- 
Graw of the Giants expects today to 
complete negotiations by which he will 
obtain title to Catcher Mike Gonzales in 
the proposed deal to send Davey Rob- 
ertson to Washington and Doc Lavan to 
the Cardinals. It was said last night 
that Barney Dreyfuss of the Pitts- 
burgh club, who halted the transaction 
last week when he refused to waive on 
Robertson, had been pacified by Clark 
Griffith, who offered him.an outfielder 
if he would let Robertson pass into the 
American League. . 

That move overcomes the only hitch 
that was holding up the deal. Presi- 
dent “John Heydler of the National 
League, who handled the negotiations, 
had the decks otherwise cleared. The 


name. ofthe outfielder, Griffith will turn 
over to the Pirates was not given out, 
but it was said he had been waived out 
of the American League so. that no fur- 
ther trouble would be- encountered. 

It is quite doubtful if Griffith would 
give up either-Bert Shotton or Clyde 
Milan, the present stars of his outfield, 
and spéculation as to which player will 
complete the deal narrows down to Rice, 
Menosky, and Shannon. The latter !s a 
young outfielder obtained by Washing- 
ton from Baltimore last week, and is the 
brother of Connie Mack’s infielder. He 
is one of the Shannon twins who broke 
in with Boston -a few seasons ago. 
Shannon is regarded as a very promising 
outfielder and while Griffith was prac- 
tically counting on him as a regular he 
could easily spare him to get Robertson.

Head of Penn’s Athletic Council 
Wants Leading Colleges to 
Meet Only Each Other. 


In the current issue of The Pennsyl- 
vania Gazette, 
magazine of the University ‘of Penn- 
sylvania, Dean William McClellan, 
Chairman of the University Council on 
Athletics, proposes a, novel plan for the 
elimination of many of the evils of col-’ 
lege sports, particularly .those which 
crop out in football. ‘He would do away 
with the so-called “ practice games ”’ 
played with the small colleges on the 
theory that they are a temptation to the 
small institutions to violate the ethics 
of college sports in order to be strong 
enough to beat the big colleges. 

Dean McClellan thinks that the seven 
leading universities in, the east, Cornell, 
Columbia, Harvard, Dartmouth, Penn- 
sylvania, Princeton, and Yale, should 
play each other as colleges possessing 
the same traditions, resources, &c. His 
article, in part, follows: 

‘In all talk of exclusive groups of 
big colleges, leagues, federations, &c., 
one important point seems to have been 
overlooked. That is the so-called prac- 
tice game, which to my mind is re-

There are 
other treaties of the same sort; that 
between, England and Japan-over the 
Pacific islands has apparently already 
beefi given up by mutual consent; the 
treaty with Rumania, at Serbia’s ex- 
pense, is not likely to be carried o 
since Rumania will annex all of her 
own race In Transylvania and Bess- 
arabih. But insistence on any secret 
treaty might resurrect demands. for 
the enforcement of all, and the conse- 
quent undoing of much: of the work 
already accomplished by the Confer- 
enc& 

Moreover, suppose that the Italian 
Government insists.on the letter of the 
law. The British and French are not 
hostile to the legitimate national as- 
pirations , of Greeks and Jugoslavs; 
théy might in that event join the 
American delegation tn holding that 
Italy should get all that the treaty 
assigned to her, but no more. By the 
treaty Italy was.to get most of Dal- 
matia, to which her claim, outside of 
one or two cities, was a very weak 
one; but she was not.to get Fiume, to 
which, on the ground of nationality, 
her claim would be very strong. A 
party in Italy-has tried since Novem- 
ber to have. it both ways, to get both 
Dalmatia and Fiume; the Peace Con- 
ference is likely to offer a choice be- 
tween the letter of the treaty and a 
settlement on the principles of ma- 
tionality. Italy was to get the Dodec- 
anesus, a group of islands which are 
of next to no value to her, though of 
great sentimental and practical valuc 
to Greece because they are inhabited 
by Greeks. But Italy depends largely 
on the detisions of the Conference for 
economic rights of great value in Asia 
Minor, and the validation of her) 
Claims here might very well be a more 
attractive prize than the annexation of 
the Twelve Islands. f 

That the Italian Government has 
these considerations in mind is to be 
presumed from its recent course, and 
there is every reason to suppose that 
it is going to look out for: the lasting 
interest of the Italian people. The 
treaty of 1915 is the starting point, for 
discussions, but ts not likely to be re- 
garded as unalterable.

AN ECHO OF THE CIVIL WAR. 
One jof Vermont's staple products 
is old men—rtiddy, brisk: old fellows 
with unfailing memories and nimble 
tongues. Panoramic, tourist-loving 








St. Albans, near the Canadian border, 
has its share of these ancients. They 
still, talk of.a day in the Autumn of 
64, Oct. 19, which by custom should 
have been dull and sleepy, for it fol- 
lowed market day, St. Albans being 
then a village, but which proved to be 
the most exciting and stimulating day 
that was ever known there. It was 
not until 3:30 P. M., when the sun be- 
gan his descent toward the Adiron- 
dacks across the lake, that the main 
street was suddenly filled with myste- 
rious strangers, twenty-five at least, 4 
afoot, but as active as quicksilver. 
Most of them had business with the 
three banks, the St. Albans, Franklin 
County; and First National, whose of- 
ficers were ready for depositors in the 
reposéful Vermont: way, put not for 
visitors who Wanted money without 
collateral. The intruders broke all the 
bank rule’ in a few crowded minutes, 
swept the guardians aside with -vio- 
lence, helped themselves to banknotes 
of a value of $211,500, a staggering 
sum for St. AlLans to lose in those 
placid days, and poured into the main 
street -to Commandeer horses haltered 
to. handy posts and horses nodding on 
glack lews in livery stable stalls and 
ride north in triumph, faster than 
Pau. Revere ever flogged hjs nag. On 
their way out the unrecognizable visi- 
tors ‘‘ shot up ’’ the village, wound- 
ing several citizens, one fatally. Fur- 
thermore, the torch was used, but,too 
hurriedly to desolate St. Albans. Be- 


their horses they explained in an un- 
familiar dialect that they had orders 
from old Jupat A. Eartr ‘to retaliate 
for the laying. waste of the Shenan- 
doah Valley. The war had reached 
St. Albans, sleeping off market day. 
Not too late the villagers were up 
and doing, every able-bodied man 
with ginger in him..

THE ONLY ANTIDOTE. 

A little more than a hundred yéars 
ago a Democratic statesmany whose 
name is often on Democratic lips and 
whose main theories and_ principles; of 
government the Democratic Party has 
wholly rejected,- expressed these mod- 
erate, sensible, -and sound opinions 
upon a subject of living interest and 
importance to the United States of 
1919: > 

I rejoice, as a- moralist, at the 
prospect of a reductidn of the duties 
on wine by our National Legislature. 
It is an efror to view a tax on that 
liquor as merély, a tax on the rich. 
It is a prohibition of its use to the 
middling class of éur titizens, and a 
condemnation of them to the poison 
of whisky, which is desolating their 
houses. -No nation is. drunken where 
wine is cheap, and none sober where 
the dearness of wine <substitutes ar- 
dent spirits as the common beverage. 
it is, in truth, the only antidote to the 
bane of whisky. Fix but the duty at 
the rate of other ‘merchandise, and 
we can drink -~wine here as cheap as 
we do grog, and who will not prefer 
it? Its extended use will carry health 
and comfort to & much enlarged 
circle. Every. one in easy circum- 
stances (as the bulk of our. citizens 
are) will prefer it to the poison to 
which they are now driven by their 
Government. And the Treasury itself 
will finu that a penny apiece from a 
dozen is more than a sroat from a 
single one. 

So THuMAS JBFYrERSON wrote to Mr. 
bE Neguvit.e in 1818. His judgment

odd years beer has become the cheap- 
est and commohest beverage of small 
alcoholic content. He could not fore- 
see, he could not imagine, that a 
party which still affects to honor him 
as its founder and saint would so 
utterly forget’ or deny him as to at- 
tempt, mot a partial prohibition. of 
Mhealthful and comforting drink by 
means of the taxing power, 
total prohibftion whose inevitable re- 
sult will be the extension and multi- 
plication of the bane of illicit whisky.

‘* beer is cheap, and no nation sober 
‘where the prohibitiom of beer and 
“‘ wine substitutes ardent spirits as

is an interference with private habit 
and a filching of State and local rights 
inconceivable to Mr. JEFFERSON, -is 
plain to everybody.

Mr: J®&FFERSON’S words are coOm- 
mended particularly to his own party, 
because it has sinned against its own 
traditions and the great name it loves 
to invoke. . To. thoughtful men of 
every party those words, weightier to- 
day than a century ago, visualize the 
folly and the danger of eens ab- 
solute prohibition. 
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AN INCOME TAX EXAMPLE. 

The millions Who are angry or wor- 
ried about their income tax are com- 
mended to CaRuso as an example of 
the cheerfulness and urbanity with 
which the infliction of Congress upon 
him and others should be met. He 
told the Collector he was “' glad’ and 
** proud'’ to do his part toward paying 
for the war a tax of $153,033. ‘‘ Amer-

RUsO’Ss manner helps a lot, perhaps 
even as much as his dollars. There’s 
no objection to asking yourself 
whether you are getting what _your 
tax ought to bring you, and, if you 
think not, ‘in choosing others to -man- 
age your affairs differently, Yh fact, 
one of the benefits of taxation is that 
it makes tatpayefs thoughtful about 
government. 

The Kitchin tax is a tax of that sort 
which leads to different government, 
because no other tax is likely to he so 
bad in method. Eor example, Caruso’s 
income is earned,:and is taxed at the 
same rate as though it were unearned, 
or were the result of owning property 
and living on the investment. Caruso 
earns so much that the tax is not 
enough to reduce him to‘ want. 
fact, his income is so large: that it is 
above the mit where an income tax |- 
is usually laid without regard to: the 
difference bétween ¢éarning and 
‘* owning.’’. The previous Kitchin tax 
put a penalty on earnings from the 
use of natural talents by professional |\ 
men. That discrimination against 
brains and trafning does not appear 
in fhe present bill. Even,Mr, KitcHIN 
is capable of learning. But he has not 
yet advanced to the stage of distin- 
guishing between incomes from, ‘‘own- 
ing ’’ and earning. One result of his 
learning so slowly is that hé will ‘have 
‘no further opportunity of igagning by 
practice on er taxpayers.

Allow me to answer the letter printed in 
today’s issue on ‘An Independent Trieste,” 
signed Frank Giovanelli; who claims to. be 
born in Trieste. 

The undersigned is a real Triestino, who 
left his native city because, under the most 
barbarous government of Austria-Hungary, 
he suffered two political sentences for his 
ItaHan feeling. 

The. great ‘majority of the citizens or 
Trieste, I might say 90 per cent. of the pop- 
ulation, inwist-on being .subjects of Italy, 
the only natural Government, which is tne 
most liberal and democratic kingdom O6f 
Europe. 

I am the Secretary (Adriatic Section) of 
the Societa Politica Irredenta, 17 , Charles 
Street, and a member of Italja Irredenta, 
(Irredenta Federation of 207 West Thirty- 
fourth Street,) and I challenge Mr. Giova- 
nelli to call to inspect the bodks of the 
Treasurers and be convinced that the Ital- 
fan Government never gave a red -penny for 
our irredenta propaganda, but many of us 
members, natives of Trieste, Trento, Istria, 
Fiume, and Dalmatia, paid out of our own 
pockets all the expenses, as well as for the 
mass mectings against the Jugoslavs. 

Trigste ig a commercial and industrial city. 
The largest’ business hag been importation 
of products from Italy, Greece, and tte 
Levant, exporting to the interior of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Germany, and Russia. When 
peace comes and business starts again, as 
before the war, German-Austria and .Ger- 
many will have to suffer a great deal,, be- 
cause among the Allies* countries very few 
will have business relations with the Huns. 

Signor Giovanelli should know that the ma- 
jority of the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Trieste are merchants born 
in Austria and Germany.

The attitude which: some prominent 
political leaders’ are‘taking toward 5 
draft of the- League toy Enforce 
is distressing. We cannot be a, hermit 
nation any more—the progress of in- 
vention has that. . Only by 
some feal union. with our allies can we 
secure the fruits of the victory which 
saved the world’s democracies. If. we 
cannot -tunite with our allies in. the 
terms proposed in the draft in ques- 
tion, we almost certainly can hope for 
no other alliance. If in place of. this 
me we all—the United States, France, 

land, et al. our own ways, Ger- 
y-will very soon drive a-diplommitic 

wedge between us, and we shall lose Pee 
the ‘guarantees of the dominance of the 
democratic, peace-loving ae which 
we have won. 

Those. who talk tragically of the: over: 


proposed“eague are, if they have care> 
fully read the instrument, merely rais- 
ing a cloud of dugt to conceal their real 
objection, which ‘they dare. not disclose. 
Others, who mourn the passing of oir 
“‘ dear old. Constitution ‘if’ we pt 
this plan, are raising-a mere bogey. 

After years of study. of constitutional 
history and after the most careful read- 
ing and study of the League plan, I 
cannot for the life of me see what there 
is in the Constitution which would be de- 
stroyed by accepting this plan. If there 
is such @ clause fet us amend the Con- 
stitution. We have of late amended it 
repeatedly for much less important mat- 
ters. Much of the opposition seems: to 
be aimed at President Wilson person- 
ally.. But that is wholly unnecessaiy, 
for, if that is the only real objection, a 
very good. casé can be made against his 
claim to the chief credit for it. It 
might be shown that in spite of. the 
claims. of his admirers he has utterly 
failed to get the dreamy, utopian thing 
which’ he has repeatedly said he must 
have, The Léague is not univérsul, as 
he insisted it must be. It will be many 


‘years before Germany can~even hope 


to be in it. Only the allied and demo- 
cratic nations are in it, and they alone 
will be for years to come. sarma- 
ment—which he @emanded—fe only a 
thing for’ ‘unlimited - digcussion."’ 

“Freedom of the seas,’’ that impossible 
proposition as far as the ‘British were 
~coneerned, has ” peer relegated to the 
limbo of Colonel House’s vagaries. In 
spite of President Wilson's ‘‘ no annexa- 
tions '’ dictum, the captured.colonies are 
not to go back to Germany to be mis- 
governed, but they go to the neighbor- 
ing peoples, their’ “ mandatories,”’ a 
beautiful word, which charms away eli 
the objections to ‘'‘ annexations.’’ Lioyd 
George, Clemenceau, and General Smuts 
quite as much as our President have 
drawn up a League to keep the peace 
we have won, a mere League of the 
Allies at’ present. They allowed Presi- 
dent Wilson .to phrase some of it, and 
to name ft, and to read it, and to get 
the glory of it—from those who were 
blind worshipers enough to forget all 
he has said and to think this was the 
universal peace league of which he ned 
dreamed. 

President Wilson himself is much more 
modest than his admirers, for when 
questioned by one of the Senators at 
the ‘‘ mad -tea party ’’ he said: “It is 
rot my plah, not Smuts’s plan, nor that 
of Clemenceau, but it is that-of Lord 
Rob€rt Cecil, with modifications.’’ All 
this will seem cynical and unsympa- 
thetic, but my meaning -is that. the 
utopian dream which we at least thought 
was President Wilson's plan has proved 
impossible of immediate realization, 
while out of this very practical schenie 
[proposed may come, I sincerely hope, 
in the course of time, when great 
changes are wrought, in the minds and 
hearts of men, the full realfzation of a 
universal League of Nations—uapproach- 
ing at least the beautiful Utopia -which 
our President proposed for us.

Withdrawal from ‘the League. 
University of Virginia, 
March 10, 1919. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If it be true that much of the oppo- 
sition to the proposed Constitution of 
the League of Nations is due to the 
sincere fear that in joining the League 
we would surrender too much of our 
sovereignty and independence or would 
subject ourselvés to the domination> of 
other nations, would it not make it 
much easier not only for ourselves, but 
for the uther nations also, to assent to 
the plan if an amendment were inserted 
authorizing any meygiber State, under 
certain designated conditions as to no- 
ticé- and time, &c., to withdraw in peace 
from the League and to resume its for- 
mer status whenever it might believe 
its Iiberties threatened? 

Might it not, for instance, be provided 
that any. member State might withdraw 
in peace after one yéur’s notice to the 
Executive Council, the notice to be ac- 
companied by a statement of the causes 
of its action? Or the exercise of the 
right to withdraw might be made de- 
pendent on ‘a. feferendum to the people 


upon the action of a™“particular body 
selected by the people for the purpose 
of considering that question alone under 
special legislation; or the right to with- 
draw might be safeguarded and made 
more or Jess difficult for the mers gov- 
ernmental ‘agencies in other ways. ~ 

My point is that as an ultimate resort 
a member State ought to bé given the 
right to decide.in some form that the 
oxperiment of the League is not a suc- 
cess so far as concerns itself, and be 
euthorizei to withdraw, and withdraw 
in peace. 

Hither this right of withdrawal from 
the League exists under the proposed 
covenant or it does not exist. If it does 
not exist, the world ought to know it 
before consenting to it: If it does exist, 
why not say so in the covenant itself? 

To leave this point in obscurity would 
be but to repéat the great. blunder of 
our Federal Convention when, in: fram- 
ing our Constitution, it failed to declare 
specifically either for or against the 
secession. If that~ document 
had squarely'taken either position, it is 
just to assiume that the war of secession 
would néver have-been waged. Further, 
I personally believe that if such com- 
Promises and adjustments had taken 
place there would have ae no dis- 
union.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Represen- 
tative James R. Mann, defeated for”! 
Speaker of the next House, today issued 
& statement in which he praised the 

\. composition of committees and arraigned 
Representative Nicholas Longworth for 
‘characterizing him as'a reactionary. He 
declared' himself more progressive than 
, Mr. Longworth, who, he said, had been 
placed on the important Steering Com- 
mittee probably ‘‘as a sort of tribute 
to Colonel Roosevelt.’ 

After administering a drubbing to Mr. 
Longworth for his recent utterances di- 
rected against’ himself, Mr. Mann said 
he intended to forget his personal disap- 
pointments and work for harmony in 
the Republican Party. He advised Mr. 
Longworth and his followers to do the 
same, saying: ‘‘ Unless the Republicans 
of the House get down to business and 


quit personal quarrels, gh pusece 
ambitions, and enact tirhely and needed 
laws, they are- likely to lose the confi- 
dence of the country.’ 

Discussing the situation developed by 
the attacks by Mr. Longworth against 
the selection of committees by seniority 
succession rule, Mr. Mann said: 

Deserved Tribute to Mondell. 

‘‘ The result of the work of the Repub- 
lican Committee on Committees ought 
,to satisfy every loyal Republican and 
every lover. of good, sane, progressive 
legislation. No stronger list of the 
principal committees of the House has 


ever been presented. and the new com- |. 


mittees have all been placed where they 
ean do good, if they will. The selection 
of a Republican leader from a State 
with only one vote out of 236 is a fine 
and desérved tribute to Mr. Mondell, and 
shows that the basis of the commit- 
tee’s work was merit and not trading. 

“The Steering Committee is composed 
of strong men in the House, with the 
exception of Mr. Longworth, who was 

robably chosen now, as he has been 

fore, as a sort of tribute to Colonel 
Hoosevelt. The action of the committee 
has been designed to make the best use 
of the Republican membership of the 
House in a strong pull-together. Ex- 
perience, brains, willingness to work, 
length of service, and former committee 
rank have all been taken into considera- 
tion in making the committee assign- 
ments.

GLASS DISCOUNTS SHADED 


Hydrated Lime Buyers Urged to Act 
Quickly—No Surplus Cement 
Anywhere. 


With the formal opening of the 1919 
building season material price changes 
will be effective today that will give 
teniporary advantage to prospective 
huilders. 

Quotations effective this morning will 
show a dollar drop in the price of neat 
wall plaster to $23.30 a ton, delivered in 
New York, a slight change in favor of 
the builder in small-size window glass 
representing slight shading on the part 
of jobbers desiring to move old stocks, 
the complete withdrawal of listed sell- 
ing prices of sand, gravel, grit, and 
vossibly crushed stone in this market, 


thereby throwing the market wide open 

te the best price the buyer can get, de- 

pending upon quantity and location of 

job. Hydrated lime buyers are being 

urged to get into the market on the 

— level due to Ohio price fluctua- 
ons. 

Common Hudson brick is face to face 
vith a further price advance, not 80 
1nuch because of scarcity of brick in the 
wholesale market here or up the river, 
but because of new labor conditions that 
are to be formally presented to the brick 
muanufacturers this week by the barge 
men and, finally, the statistics rr 
the Portland cement industry of 
country, and particularly of Zones 1 and 
2 supplying this district, which show 
that there is no surplus cement or ce- 
ment clinker on hand with. which to 
start the present building season. 

Other items showing a temporary turn 
in favor of the builder are in ou: 
ment lines, there being frequent declines 
in iron sash weights, and cast iron pipe 
interests are watching the pig iron mar- 
ket for further declines. Some drops 
have been made in insulated wire, some 
in asbestos cement, a continuation of 
drop in rubber covered wire, and some 
adjustment is expected in certain steel 
products used in building equipment.

The drop in 
delivered price of neat’ wall plaster this 
week is a dealer cut and was not due 
to any change in the price made by 
manufacturers. 

In the basic materials, like clay prod- 
ucts, calcined materials such as lime, 
cement, &c., the quotations are favor- 
able to builders to ay in that the manu- 
facturers of these commodities either 
cannot tell what their costs are going 
to be this year or their reserves are so 
low as to indicate beyond any question

WARNS THE EXPORT TRADE. 


Assoclation’ Advises Merchants to 
Investigate Reports of Restrictions. 


The recent publication in this country 
of a news dispatch, subsequently denied 
officially, announcing that Australia 
had placed an embargo upon all imports 
except those of British origin and man- 
ufacture, which caused great trade ex- 
citement in the United States, is the 
text for a statement on “ sitting tight ’’ 
sent out yesterday to exporters by the 
a Manufacturers’ Export Asso- 
cia 

Officials who are not nam are 
quoted as saying that it was fortunate 
Congress was not in session when the 
report arose else the rumor ‘ would 
have made excellent scandal material 
for certain anti-English elements which 
cropped up at frequent intervals during 
the last session.’’ The statement re- 
views the flurry of excitement and de- 
mand for retaliation which ensued be- 
tween publication of the report and its 
official denial and concludes: 

‘The net result accomplished by this 
report is that officials have again had 
the opportunity of cg eet upon 
American exporters the desirability and 
special necessity for ‘ sitting tight’ un- 
til reports of this character are sifted 
out officially. They point out, very 
logically, that at the present time there 
is no small amount ‘of propaganda 
abroad for the expressed purpose of cre- 
ating dissension among the allied na- 
tions. Events have established that this 
propaganda is often of such subtle vari- 
ety that even the daily newspapers are 
deceived into taking fiction for fact. 

‘‘This statement is made, therefore, 
that the far-sighted and practical ex- 

orter- will, in such cases as this, make 
fn quiries ,to official agencies before 
jumping kt conclusions. Public criti- 
cism should be held in abeyance until 
such criticism has at least one official 
foot to stand on.’

TERM “EMPLOYE” DEFINED 


State Industrial Commission to Ap- 
point Local and Other Admin- 
istrative Boards. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, March 16.—In an endeavor 
to meet objections advanced’ by physi- 
cians, the Davenport-Donohue . Health 
Insurance bill introduced on behalf of 
the American Association for Labor 
Legislation with the backing of the Wo- 
‘men’s, Joint Legislative Conference and 


the’ New York State Federation of |. 


Labor, has been amended in many re- 
spects. There will be a hearing on the 
bill on Wednesday before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

One of the objections was directed 
against a provision under which health 
insurance fund ‘‘locals’’ were author- 
ized to make arrangements with physi- 
cians under which they were to care for 
all the beneficiaries of the local fund 
and. receive an annual salary in return. 
Under the bill as amended, beneficiaries 
are permitted to pick their own physi- 
cidns who are paid by fees determined 
by the State Industrial Commission on 
hearings, and which may vary according 
to local circumstances and conditions. 

Another amendment made in deference 
to the physicians, relates to the defini- 
tion of the term ‘‘ employe.’’ Under the 
amendment ‘‘ employe ’’ is held to mean 
‘“‘a mechanic, workingman, laborer, 
clerk, bookkeeper, or person of similar 
grade of employment, including fore- 
man, but not including superintendents, 
managers, and officers.’’ Agricultural 
laborers and damestic servants are ex- 
cluded from the operation of the pro- 
posed law, as are employes of the Fed- 
eral and State Government as well as 
employes of municipalities. . 

In the original draft the health end 
ance ‘‘ local ’’’ was practically a law unto 
itself. Another amendment, however, 
provides that State, local, and other ad- 
visory bodies having to do with the 
health insurance plan must be appointed 
by the: State Industrial Commission. 
The State’s share of the cost has been 
estimated approximately at,$360,000 an- 
nually, or as much as it costs to ad- 
minister the Workmen’s Compensation 
Fund, 

Miss Mary E. Dreier, Chairman of the 
Women’s Joint Legislative Conference, 
in discussing the bill said that she ex- 
pected it to pass this session. It has 
been before the Legislature in one form 
or another sigce 1916. 

The bill provides for local mutual 
funds administered by a Board of Di- 
rectors composed of an equal number 
of workmen and employers and a Chair- 
man chosen by both. The administra- 
tion of the funds will be entirely in the 
hands of the local Board ‘of Directors, 
subject to general supervision by the 
Industrial Commission. 

These boards will establish premium 
rates for their respective districts. 
Where a sickness hazard in any estab- 
lishment is greater than the average 
the rates will be correspondingly higher 


to the employer. It is estimated that 
the cost of this insurance will be about 
24 cents each a week from the employer 
and the employe. As all employers in 
the State will be covered, the employe 
can go to any part he wishes in search | 
of better work without forfeiting his 
benefits. ~ 

The bill makes special provision for 
the medical, surgical, and nursing care 
of mothers and their ‘babies. For work-
